|0f  Constitution 

Ottawa,  Nov.  9  (CP).— The  Senate 
today  approver!  a  government  move 
to  give  Canada  the  right  to  amend 
the  constitution   in   federal   matters. 

The  resolution  passed  without  a 
recorded  vote  after  two  members 
of  the  small  Progressive  Conserva- 
tive Opposition   voiced   their  views. 

The  resolution  now  goes  to  the 
United  Kingdom  Government.  As  a 
resolution,  it  floes  not  require  Royal 
assent,  but  will  be  passed  on  to  Hie 
Governor-General  for  transmission 
to  the  King,  who  will  place  it  be- 
fore the  House  of  Lords.

gorous,    Colorful   Lot 


The  legends  and  stories  concern- 
ing the  earliest  settlers  in  this  dis- 
trict are  many,  for  the  United  Em- 
pire Loyalists  were  as  vigorous  and 
adventuresome  a  group  as  ever  cross- 
ed   these    borders.    Wiiiiam    Canniff 

'  knew  many  of  these  original  Loyal- 
ists personally.  Bora  near  the  Bay 
of  Quinte  nearly  a  century-and-a- 
half  ago,  he  was  asked  in  1861  to 
write  a  history  of  the  Bay  and  its 
earliest  inhabitants. 

Th3  resulting  "Settlement  In  Up- 
per   Canada,"    published    in    1869,    is 

'  now   so   rare    as   to  be   considered   a 
||  collector's  item.  Among  its  rambling 
pages,  however,  are  found  many  in- 
teresting  tales  of  early  days. 

John  Ham,  Canniff  writes,  was 
founder  of  the  Ham  family  in  Can- 
ada. Whn  the  American  Revolution 
broke  out,  he  hastened  from  his 
home  near  Albany,  New  York,  to 
fight  the  "rebels."  In  one  of  the 
nany   engagements   he  was  involved 

Rn  with  the  en  my,  he  was  wounded 
"tire  leg,  whereupon,  it  is  related, 
fine  ball  was  cut  out  and  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  suffering  hero,  was  shot 
back  at  the  foe." 

He  survived  th?  campaign  to  fet- 
tle at  Ernestown,  where  he  marred 
and  raised  no  fewer  than  10  chil- 
dren, eight  of   them  boys. 

Captain  Schermerhorn  was  anoth- 
ed  of  the  first  settlors  in  the  district. 
He  served  with  Johnson's  famous 
regiment  in  the  Revolution^  after 
which  he  drew  a  lot  in  Fredericks- 
burgh  Township.  His  death  was  one 
of  those  Ironies  of  life.  After  hav'ng 

| passed,    a&scatbed    Liuc-ugh  a  rigor- 


ous campaign,  the  gallant  captain 
died  on  his  way  to  Montreal  to  col- 
lect his  army  pay.  His  youngest  &on, 
John,  settled  on  Let  95,  in  the  ninth 
concession   of  Ameliasburgh. 

Joseph  Allison  was  perhaps  the 
most  legendary  figure  of  the  dis- 
trict. Born  in  Haverstraw,  New 
York,  he  worked  in  the  navy  yard 
in  New  York  City  before  the  out- 
break of  the  Revolution.  When  war 
broke  out  the  Allison  home  was 
burned  and  Jo.s~ph  Allison  flei  to 
join  the  Loyalist  cause.  At  the  con- 
clusion of  hostilities  he  came  with 
VanAlstine  to  Adolphustcwn,  where 
he  drew  lot  17  and  wed  a  young 
Quaker,  Mary  Richmond.  He  died  at 
th?  age  of  88.  leaving  the  homestead 
to  his  son,  Benjamin. 

Many  stories  are  related  of  Joseph 
Allison's  swash-buckling  activities 
during  the  war.  On  one  occasion, 
determined  to  avenge  the  burning 
of  his  home  by  the  Yank'es,  he  and 
a  companion  entered  a  rebel  camp 
under  cover  of  darkness,  stole  five 
of  the  best  cavalry  horses,  and  es- 
caped with  the  outraged  enemy  in 
ho1;  pursuit. 

His  conduct  at  the  Battle  of  White 
Plains  perhaps  best  exemplifies  his 
remarkable  ca'm  and  courage  un- 
der fire.  During  tlvs  engagement,  the 
story  goes,  en»  my  bullets  flew  so 
thickly  that  his  canteen  belt  was 
cut  in  two  by  a  ball.  There  was  no 
hesitation  on  young  Allison's  part — 
"As  he  could  not  carry  the  canteen 
he  took  time  to  empty  the  ^yj 
of  the  rum  it  contained.

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Senior  Football  Team  Wins 
Two  of  Three  Exhibition  Games 

HE  1950  version  of  the  Golden  Gaels 

turned  in  two  wins  and  a  loss  in 

three  pre-schedule  exhibition  games  this 

fall.      The    team    showed    better    early 

season  form  than  last  year. 

With  less  than  two  weeks  practice  un- 
der their  belts,  the  Tricolor  went  down 
to  a  14-1  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Balmy 
Beach  of  the  O.B.F.U.  on  September  16. 
Head  Coach  Frank  Tindall  did  a  lot 
of  experimenting  and  used  no  fewer  than 
thirty-five  players  in  the  work-out. 
Queen's  best  effort  came  in  the  third 
quarter  when  they  made  four  first  downs 
in  a  row,  but  the  attack  petered  out 
with  a  fumble. 

The  following  week  Queen's  enter- 
tained the  Ontario  Agricultural  College 
and  came  out  on  the  long  end  of  a  17  to 
5  score.  Fumbles  played  a  large  part  in 
the  final  outcome.  The  Tricolor  regis- 
tered three  touchdowns,  with  Sisson, 
Bell,  and  Richardson  carrying  the  ball 
over  the  goal-line.  The  Aggies  racked 
up  a  major  in  the  second  quarter  for 
their  only  score.  The  victory  proved 
expensive  to  the  Tricolor  with  the  loss 
of  Hal  McCarney  through  a  fractured 
hand. 

In  the  game  in  Hamilton  against  Mc- 
Master,  to  whom  they  lost  last  year, 
the  Queen's  team  showed  flashes  of  their 
potential  power  and  downed  the  Ma- 
rauders 23  to  6  after  a  spirited  struggle. 
The  losers  had  a  15-14  edge  in  the  first 
downs  but  the  Tricolor  had  a  big  mar- 
gin in  yardage  gained.  For  their  efforts 
the  Queen's  team  were  presented  with 
an  old-fashioned  spittoon,  a  trophy  put 
up  for  annual  competition  in  this  con- 
test sponsored  by  the  alumni  of  the 
two  universities. 

Queen's  speedv  backfield,  paced  by 
Ross  McKelvey,  Don  Ball,  Bill  Bell,  and 
Jack    Sisson,    ripped    off    many    gains 
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against  the  hard-playing  Marauders. 
Quarterback  Moe  Richardson  showed  to 
good  advantage  with  his  passing  and 
ace  receiver  Tip  Logan  lived  up  to  his 
press  notices  by  carrying  the  ball  for 
two  touchdowns.

Since  this  issue  of  the  Review 
went  to  press,  Queen's  has  won 
one  and  lost  one.  Before  a  Re- 
union crowd  of  10,000  in  the 
Richardson  Stadium  on  October  7, 
the  Tricolor  went  down  to  a  7-1 
defeat  at  the  hands  of  Varsity  as 
they  turned  in  one  of  their  worst 
league  performances  in  years.  The 
following  week  in  London  Queen's 
redeemed  themselves  with  a  con- 
vincing 13-7  victory  over  Western, 
last  year's  champions.
